Majw  James  Rowe,  a captive  of  the  Viet  Coi^  for  five 
years,  spoke  here  yesterday  of  his  experiences.  Rowe 
escaped  after  three  separate  attempts,  in  1965  when, 
during  a B-52  raid,  he  commandeered  a passing 
helicopter.  Col.  David  Lyon  of  the  Army  ROTC  called 
Rowe’s  account  of  his  experiences  “the  only  qualified 
and  comprehensive  account  of  what  it  is  like  to  be  a 
captive  of  the  V.C.” 


Major  James  “Nick”  Rowe,  the  soldier  who 
survived  the  odds  for  five  years  in  Viet  Cong  POW 
camps,  endorsed  the  present  American  troop 
withdrawal  from  Viet  Nam  and  held  out  hope  for  the 
Vietnamese  despite  popular  skepticism. 

“It’s  their  country  and  their  war,”  he  told  the 
Daily  Universe  after  addressing  students  yesterday. 
“We  can’t  hold  their  hand  all  the  time.” 

He  lauded  capabilities  of  the  South  Vietnamese 
army,  stressing  that  only  a “people’s  army” 
developed  on  the  village  level  will  spell  success  for 
winning  the  war. 

MAJOR  ROWE,  who  authored  the  book  Five 
Years  to  Freedom,  said  such  a people’s  army  is  finally 
being  established  after  the  Americans  attempted  to 
use  conventional,  mechanized  warfare  in  the 
guerilla-styled  clashes.  “We  have  not  left  a viable 
force,  but  one  built  in  our  own  image,”  he  added. 

Major  Rowe  described  the  Paris  Peace  Talks  as  the 
communist  tatic  of  “draining  us  while  enjoying  the 
benefits”.  Each  concession  on  our  part  is  only  a sign 
of  weakness  to  the  North  Vietnamese.  “And  they  are 
holding  out  on  the  prisoners  of  war,”  with  the  recent 
increase  in  value  put  on  them  by  Americans  at  home. 

He  told  students  of  his  capture  in  October,  1963 


and  the  five  grueling  years  in  political-indoctrination 
camps  instead  of  the  expected  military-torture  POW 
confines. 

A TEMPORARY  holding  camp,  which  Rowe 
described  as  a “Swamp”  provided  his  first  home  in 
captivity.  He,  and  three  other  Americans  were  housed 
in  cages  four  feet  wide,  six  feet  long  and  seven  feet 
high.  Rice  was  served  to  them  twice  each  day  with 
salt  or  fermented  fish  sauce.  “Not  even  the  flies  came 
near  ours,”  recalls  Rowe.  He  calculates  that  in  62 
months  of  captivity,  he  consumed  1.8  tons  of  rice. 
“And  I don’t  even  like  rice.” 

Disease  was  the  greatest  threat  throughout  the  five 
years.  Rowe  contracted  beriberi.  “After  three  weeks  I 
looked  like  a minor  Buddah,”  because  of  bloating. 
“Disentery  is  the  first  thing  that  gets  you.”  The 
disease  was  his  constant  companion,  A raised 
ulcerating  fungus  was  also  common  for  the  captives, 
who  would  relieve  the  itching  by  rubbing  the  sores 
with  sticks  until  they  bled. 

The  captives  were  commonly  rotated  in  the  camps, 
Rowe  recalls  that  a total  of  eight  prisoners  spent 
some  time  in  his  camp,  with  never  more  than  four  of 
them  there  at  the  same  time,  A state  of  perceptual 
isolation  kept  the  men  in  the  same  camp  but  out  of 


Will  seek  amendments 

Council  views  financial  violations 


The  ASBYU  Executive  Council 
resolved  yesterday  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  amending  constitutional 
by-laws  dealing  with  the  use  of  ASBYU 
funds. 

The  issue  was  sparked  by  recent 
questions  concerning  two  allegedly 
“unconstitutional”  parties  held  by  the 
Social  Office  and  paid  for  by  ASBYU 
funds. 

Dick  Newcomer,  Financial 
Vice-president,  stated  that  his  files  were 
open  for  anyone  to  “feel  free”  to  look 
through  them.  Last  week  Newcomer 
admitted  to  approving  a purchase  order 
for  one  of  the  parties  in  question 
“without  fully  reviewing  the  expenditure 
and  its  implications.” 

Academics  Vice-President  Bill 
Fillmore,  suggested  an  “open  door 
policy”  in  regard  to  ASBYU  activities  and 
expenditures. 

It  was  expected  that  an  amendment  for 
the  by-law  which  requires  an  officer  who 
violates  financial  procedure  to  determine 
his  own  punishment,  would  be  drawn  up 
and  voted  upon  in  the  next  Council 
meeting. 

IN  OTHER  Council  business,  Sheryl 
Wickard,  Traffic  Court  Chief  Justice 
announced  her  resignation.  Miss  Wickard 
has  accepted  a job  with  Security  and  felt 
it  would  conflict  with  her  duties. 


The  issue  of  dress  standards 
enforcement  at  registration  was  reviewed 
by  Vice-president  Alan  Wilkins,  ASBYU 
officers  will  be  at  registration  to  council 
with  violators  and,  according  to  Wilkins, 
those  with  extreme  violations  will  not  be 
allowed  to  finalize. 

Newcomer  also  proposed  a changed  in 
the  policy  which  requires  candidates  for 
his  office  to  have  taken  a course  in 
elementary  accounting  and  be  registered 
in  a second  class.  Newcomer  suggested 
that  one  year’s  experience  in  the  Finance 
Office  should  substitute  for  the  class 
requirements.

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  Wilkins 
made  a suggestion  to  the  council  that 
they  set  an  example  for  students  by 
purchasing  Library  Stock.

visual  range  of  one  another.  Of  the  eight, 
three  died  of  starvation,  one  was 
executed,  three  were  released  because  of 
extreme  illness  and  one  (Rowe)  escaped. 

ROWE  and  his  campanions  found 
dissent  against  the  war  in  America  to  be  a 
morale  deterent.  “They  just  didn’t 
understand  the  principle  of  dissent,”  he 
says  of  the  Viet  Cong.  “They  read  it  as 
open  support  for  themselves.  It’s  hard 
enough  to  defend  your  country  against 
your  interrogators  but  it’s  harder  to 
defend  it  against  your  own  Senators.” 

Rowe,  who  was  protected  for  five 
years  by  a cover  story  which  denied  his 
role  with  the  Special  Forces,  claims  that 
he  was  betrayed  by  someone  in  the 
United  States,  “A  friend  of  the  National 
Liberation  Front  in  your  country  has 
helped  us,”  he  was  told  by  guards. 
“Someone  over  here  had  sent  them  a 
biographical  sketch  of  me,”  Rowe  said. 

While  being  transferred  for  execution, 
Rowe  escaped  from  guards  during  a B-52 
raid,  and  managed  to  flag  down  an 
Ameircan  helicopter.

Dr.  Leonard  J.  Arrington  has 
been  appointed  simultaneously  to 
the  positions  of  Church  Historian, 
and  to  the  chair  of  the  Lemuel 
Hardison  Redd  Jr.  Chair  of 
Western  History  at  BYU. 

The  First  Fresidency  of  the 
Church  named  Arrington  to 
replace  Elder  Howard  W.  Hunter 
as  Church  Historian  in  keeping 
with  a church  policy  of  releasing 
the  Twelve  from  some  of  their 
more  detailed  administrative 
responsibilities. 

Arrington  will  occupy  the 
Western  History  Chair  at  BYU 
after  serving  on  the  faculty  of 
Utah  State  University  as  a 
Professor  of  Economics. 
Arrington  is  a noted  writer  and 
historian  of  western  history  and 


Mormon  History.  Among  his 
works  is  Great  Basin  Kingdom. 

It  was  also  announced  by  the 
First  Presidency  that  Elder  Alviri 
R.  Dyer,  assistant  to  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve,  would  serve  as 
Managing  Director  of  the  Church 
Historian’s  Department.  Elder  E. 
Earl  Olson,  who  has  been

1 965,  has  become  Church 
Archivist. 

The  result  of  this  change,  it  was 
explained  would  place  the  Church 
History  Department  under  Elder 
Dyer’s  direction,  with  Dr. 
Arrington  as  Church  Historian  and 
Elder  Olson  in  charge  of  the 
historical  record  keeping  of  the 
church.

Changes  in  draft  announced 


A new  holding  classification, 
60  days  to  register  and 
elimination  of  the  requirement 
to  notify  local  draft  boards 
before  eaving  the  U.S.  are  new 
changes  in  the  draft. 

Men  between  the  ages  of  26 
and  3 5 who  have  not  been 


drafted  will  be  classified  1-H. 
This  is  a holding  classification, 
according  to  the  BYU  Selective 
Service  Information  Office.  This 
does  not  mean  those  in  this 
category  are  about  to  be 
drafted. 

The  registration  period  for 


those  who  turn  18  has  been 
lengthened  from  five  days  to 
60;  30  days  prior  and  30  days 
after  their  birthday. 

Men  will  no  longer  be 
required  to  notify  their  local 
draft  board  before  leaving  the 
United  States. 


Last  week  we  considered  the  possibility  of  performing  car  repairs 
yourself.  Today’s  column  will  deal  with  getting  repairs  done  by  others. 

One  excellent  possibility  of  having  your  vehicle  repaired  for  just  the 
cost  of  the  parts,  is  to  take  it  to  a high  school  or  technical  school  shop. 
Students  training  for  careers  in  the  automotive  industry  are  eager  to  put 
what  they  have  learned  in  the  classroom  to  practical  use  in  the  shop. 
You  may  consider  this  a rather  risky  practice,  but  well  qualified 
instructors  are  present  who  see  that  the  job  is  done  properly. 

As  the  ad  board  in  the  Wilkinson  Center  will  testify,  there  is  an 
increasing  number  of  enterprising  students  on  campus  who  will  do 
repair  work  at  a moderate  cost. 

If  you  prefer  to  have  a professional  do  your  repair  work,  it  is  best  to 
shop  around  for  value.  It  makes  as  much  sense  to  shop  for  value  when 
purchasing  a service:  as  when  purchasing  a product. 

Generally  speaking,  you  will  get  better  service  from  a specialist.  For 
example,  transmission  shops  will  give  faster  transmission  service,  tire 
shops  will  have  the  best  selection  of  tires  and  offer  specialized  services 
related  to  tire  wear  and  performance,  and  autobody  shops  will  have  the 
right  equipment  and  generally  do  a better  job  on  this  type  of  repair. 

One  thing  to  be  cautious  about  is  the  offer  of  free  inspections.  If 
there  is  something  seriously  wrong  with  your  car,  get  a couple  of  expert 
opinions. 

Here  are  a few  things  that  may  save  you  money  the  next  time  your 
car  needs  repairs. 

1 . Find  a reputable  mechanic. 

2.  Go  to  a specialist  for  specialized  services. 

3.  Get  to  the  shop  early  and  avoid  busy  days. 

4.  Ask  for  an  estimate. 

5.  If  the  estimate  seems  too  high  or  the  repairs  unnecessary,  get 
another  opinion.  There’s  nothing  wrong  with  telling  the  mechanic 
that  you  would  like  another  estimate.  Remember,  its  your  money 
and  your  car. 

6.  Once  the  price  and  number  of  repairs  is  fixed,  ask  the  repairman  to 
call  you  if,  in  disassembling  the  parts,  he  finds  more  work  and 
expense  involved. 

7.  Ask  to  see  the  worn  out  parts  and  have  him  explain  what  was  wrong. 

8.  Pay  cash  for  the  repairs.  Next  time  you’ll  get  fast  efficient  service.

ASBYU 

The  latest  in  student  government 
scandals  may  not  be*  such  a scandal  nor  a 
rare  occurence  on  the  Fourth  floor 
afterall. 

Determined  debater  Mac  Haddow  has 
been  nimbly  thumbing  through  ASBYU 
financial  files  and  supposedly  has  caught 
ASBYU  Social.  Vice  President  Walt 
Marlowe  throwing  two  parties  on  student 
funds.  But  according  to  Financial  Vice 
President  Dick  Newcomber  in  yesterday’s 
Executive  Council  meeting  many  of  the 
student  body  vice  presidents  may  be' 
found  to  have  been  spending  small 
amounts  of  ASBYU  funds.  It’s  like 
Standard  Operational  Procedure. 

Haddow  contends  that  such  a 
practice-whether  it’s  a parly  costing  $5 
or  $300-is  in  violation  with  the 
Constitutional  by-law  XlI-B-4-68  which 
stipulates  that  “The  Executive  Council 
shall  be  invested  with  the  authority  to 
c.pprove  all  banquets  which  groups  that 
use  ASBYU  funds  may  have  ...”  and 
“No  ASBYU  funds  can  be  used  for  office 
parties  or  refreshments.”  We  think 
Haddow  has  a fairly  well-founded  case.

We  would,  however,  like  to  see 
something  done. 

FIRST  OF  ALL,  Haddow’s  method  of 
heralding  the  evidence  to  spark  the  public 
ire  only  belabors  the  issue.  We  suggest  he 
take  his  evidence  to  the  Court  and 
challenge  the  constitutionality  of 
student-funded  parlies. 

Secondly,  we  feel  the  Executive 
Council  needs  to  decide  if  occasional 
office  “brownie-Y-sparkle”  get  togethers 
should  be  allowed  to  reward  committees 
and  boost  morale.  If  so,  a small  budget 
should  be  established  for  that  purpose, 
with  a strict  limit  on  the  cost  of  each 
event.  All  major  functions,  requiring  costs 
^ exceeding  the  limit,  should  be  approved 
by  the  Council  as  directed  in  the  by-law. 

Thirdly,  the  ASBYU  Vice  president  of 
Finance  should  review  thoroughly  with 
all  staff  members  constitutional  laws  and 
by-laws  dealing  with  student  expenditures 
to  prevent  violations  in  the  future.

Keith  Richards  of  the  Rolling 
Stones  once  qualified  the 
re-recording  of  another  artists’ 
material  by  saying  that  unless  the 
second  artist  could  do  a better  job 
than  the  first,  it  wasn’t  worth 
listening  to. 

So  let  us  examine  “The  Great 
Blind  Degree”  by  Richie  Havens. 
It’s  a collection  of  material  by 
such  musical  artists  as-  Cat 
Stevens,  Graham  Nash,  Peter 
Townsend  and  Jesse  Oris  Farrow. 
To  my  great  disappointment, 
there’s  not  a single  Haven’s 
original  on  the  album  and  all  the 
material  is  ground  out  through  the 
new  Havens’  approach. 

Let  there  be  no  mistake  that 
Havens  leaves  no  trace  of  the 
original  sound  in  his  stylings.  All 
the  songs  are  punctuated

throughout  with  his  rhythmic 
guitar,  and  additions  have  been 
made  in  his  arrangements  ranging 
from  mood  to  orchestra. 

It  is  Havens’  style  and  rhythm 
that  has  brought  a unique 
intensity  to  much  of  his  material. 
“Handsome  Johnny”  from 
Woodstock  was  a masterpiece  as 
was  “Indian  Rope  Man”  or  “Stop 
Pullin’  and  Pushin’  Me.”  To  me. 
Havens  began  to  lose  some  of  his 
effect  when  strings  were  added 
over  his  guitar;  the  two  didn’t 
mix.  He  tried  this  combination 
several  times  in  this  album,  mostly 
notably  on  “What  About  Me”  and 
“What  About  the  Children?”,  and 
for  me  the  effect  is  lost.  “In  These 
Flames’’  has  a beautifully 
terrifying  introspective  quality, 
and  I like  his  renditions  of  “See 
Me,  Feel  Me,  Touch  Me,  Heal  Me” 
and  “What  Have  We  Done”,  but 
there’s  an  attempt  at  pensiveness 
and  perception  in  much  of  the 
other  material  that  I find  myself 
missing. 


So  in  the  final  analysis,  I 
suppose  this  album  is  up  to 
individual  tastes.  I’d  hate  to  put  it 
down  for  some  pieces  sincerely 
move  me,  and  1 couldn’t  deny  the 
talent  that  exists  in  the  others 
that  unfortunately  fail  to  move 
me.  But  perhaps  I should  never 
have  heard  the  originals,  for 
something  like  Cat  Steven’s 
version  of  his  own  “Father  And 
Son”  nearly  brings  to  me  tears, 
whereas  Havens’  doing  may  not 
have  intended  that  degree  of 
emotion  and  therefore  strikes  me 
as  not  being  effective.  The  same 
thing  for  “Teach  Your  Children”. 

It’s  a different  Havens.  As  to 
whether  it’s  better,  that’s  up  to 
the  listener.
